Venezuela Therefore Turns to Untie 


Sam as Her Best Friend. 


Worried Over Aggressions of 


Great Britain. 


A Fitting Time For InwsMiMts by Capitalists 


ol the Unite* States. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. ^.—Consul Pluma- 


cher has made a report of great interest to 
the state department concerning the trou- 
bles Venezuela has had with European 
nations seeking to seize upon her territory 
and substance, and pointing out the 
splendid opportunity open to the United 
States to extend our trade with Venezuela 
at the expense of other nations. 


The consul says that the past year has 


been an eventful one for^Venezuela iu her 
efforts for economic ajid political reor- 
ganization. He describes the opportunity 
lost by the United States, from 1890 to 1894, 
owing to the refusal of (Venezuela to ac- 
cept the reciprocity propositions of the 
United States, but that since the duties 
were decreased he notes a slight improve- 
ment in the exports to New York, increas- 
ing from $1,000,000 to 17,500,000. 


Ho attributes the depression in Vene- 


zuela to the financial and political trou- 
bles of that country, ojd says if the pres- 
ent crisis passes, the Suited States will 
have a great advantage, owing to the dip- 
lomatic complications with Germany and 
Great Britain, our commercial rivals. 


•'The Germans," h» says, "are looked 


upon with but little favor, on account of 
the threat to send German ironclads to La 
Guayara to enforce the payment of a sub- 
sidy due the buildtrs' of the principal 
Venezuelan railway. The popular feeling 
upon this point was intensified by a sug- 
gestion in a leading newspaper that the 
Germans knew very well that such pay- 
ment was just now an impossibility, as 
the country was staggering under the 
burdens of the late war, and that they 
Neither Expected Nor Desired Payment, 
but, encouraged by the example of Great 
Britain, they probably imagined that it 
might be possible to secure a part of the 
rich Gvjiaua territory as an indemnity." 


"The feeling against Great Britain, he 


continues, "is now most, intense through- 
out Venezuela. 
Pamphlets and news- 


papers are constantly being published re- 
specting British aggressions, but as they 
do not circulate outside the country the 
world at large is not acquainted with the 
state ol feeling." 


Mr. Plumacher says that on these ac- 


counts the United States is in much favor, 
especially as Venezuela Js now, as never 
before, looking to the United States for 
counsel and guidance. ' The people of the 
country would prefer to trdOe with the 
United States. New York is but six days 
from the" Venezuelan, qbast. The Ameri- 
can steamship line has been one of the 
principal factors in building up trade on 
the coast. 


Mr. Plumacher als« says:_ "It is to 


Americans also that Venezuela looks 
today-for .thu development of her great 
natural resources, and the government 
would be glad to grant mpst favorable 
concessions to companies or. individuals 
from the United States who come in good 
faith for that purpose." 


A LESSON IN HISTORY 


For the Benefit of Those Who Seek Posses- 


sion of ihe Island of Trinidad. 


Rio DB JAKEIEO, Aug. 1.—The text of 


the letter of the Brazilian minister of 
foreign •affairs to the envoy and minister 
of Great Britain in Brazil tells the history 
of the island of Trinidad, which Great 
Britain has invaded, and possession of 
which it presumes to retain. 


Trinidad was discovered by the Portu- 


guese in 1500. The English navigator, Dr. 
Halley, arrived at the island and wrote a 
description of it in his logbook in 1700. 
Cook took possession of the island in his 
majesty's uame in 1781. The Portuguese 
recaptured Trinidad in 1783, and volun- 
tarily abandoned it in 1795. 


The conditions of the island have been 


atudied by the Brazilian government for 
development as a part of Brazil's domain. 
Enthusiastic cheers greeted the cruiser 
Newark as it left this port yesterday for 
Trinidad.

Why is it that in so bustling a place as 


wo ell know North Adams to be, each 
year baseball is doomed to fail for lack of 
mipport. Is it because we are too busy? 
We had better take a part of each week 
for recreation. "A healthy mind in a 
healthy body" is a proverb that helped 
to make Borne and is an true today as 
then. Exercise and recreation are a nec- 
essity. The towns around us are able to 
support good teams. Early in the sum- 
mer the Northern Berkshire Baseball 
league was organized in the hopes of stim- 
ulating interest in the sport. The results 
have been unsatisfactory. 


There are a great many wheelmen in 


town and a local division of the wheel- 
men's league; 
but united interest is 


as low as in baseball. We have no meets 
or races. An occasional field day makes 
a periodical squall in the general calm of 
athletic sports. 


There are times when interest rallies. 


We all remember the well played ball 
games of three years ago; the bicycle 
races of the first North Adams bicycle 
club, and the handicap match that 
brought Doyle here. If such an interest 
as caused these outbursts could be kept 
up it would beneflt the town. 
Healthy 


sport is always an advantage to any com- 
munity. If the North Adams spirit could 
be awakened for this side of a town's life 
there would be no danger of failure of our 
team'. If the people would come out to 
our ball games, and show an enthusiasm 
for our field days we would be as near the 
top in the trials of athletic skill as we are 
in business activity. 


This country seems to be waking up to 


the fact that the best roads are the cheap- 
est. 
Apropos to the agitation for good 


roads, the Detroit Journal says: "The 
thing to do is to encourage the spirit of 
road reform, and cause it to spread into 
all the states." Cartainly that is a good 
thing to strive for, but it is not enough. 
Something more than the1 spirit of road 
reform is needed. Three mast be a prac- 
tical demonstration of the advantages of 
first-class highway to encourage any com- 
munity to undertake this work. A few 
miles of good road are worth .more than 
theories on the subject covering reams of 
paper.

partial explanation of 
this lies in 


the fact that strangers who are at work 
in town regularly send home their span 
earnings to their families in the towns 
they, left. Many of these orders go to 
Hoosick Falls, N. Y. In regard to money 
order business the North Adams office i 
far ahead of the Pittsfleld office. The 
first of last July the new money order 
system went into effect and all offices be- 
gan with No. 1 on their order boon a 
that date. The numbers of the orderi 
now being issued by the North Adam 
office are on the other side of 8,000 whil 
the Pittsfleld people have only reached 
6,000. In the sale of stamps and th 
amount of pieces of mail handled daily 
the business, of the local office is much 
above what it was a year ago. These are 
signs of the times.

The trained sharp- 
shooters of the wusb did great work ns 
marksmen behind it and so galled tho 
heavily laden Br.itish troaps that they had 
no alternative but to be shot or retreat be- 
fore the America'v, Imp.

know no man else, for wheneoever the j 
king did ride he that kept the greyhound j 
did let him loose, and ho would straight 
run to the king and fawn upon him and 
leap with his fore feet upon the king's 
shoulders. And as tho king aud the Karl 
of Derby talked together iu the court "the 
greyhound, who was wont to leap upon 
tha king, left the king and camo to the 
Karl ot Derby, duke of Lancaster, and 
made to linn the same friendly countenance 
and cheer as he was wont to do to the 
king. 


"The duke, who knew not the grey- 


hound, demanded of the king what the 
greyhound would do. 'Cousin,' qiiQth the 
king, 'it ib a great good token to you and 
an PU! sign tome.1 'Sir, how know you 
that?' quoth the duke. 'I know it,well,' 
quoth the king. ' The greyhound inaketh 
you cheer this day as king of England, as 
ye shall be, and I shall be deposed. ' The 
greyhound hath this knowledge naturally.

EometliinE About thn tlc»»e«—Their Table 


Kxyiennes Are Fold by the Officers—The 
Enlistee! Men Are Fed at the ExpenM 
of the Govtroinent. 


To you of fhe land who have plenty of 


room'for all tho various departments of 
your hoxiKekeoping affairs, it may bo inter- 
esting to know how tho several hundred 
pcoplo'Towded beneath tho decks of a big 
mau-o'-war manage to exist comfortably 
iu tbnoonurnctpd space allowed. Generally 
well forward on the gun deck thoro is, The 
galley on which nil the cooking for the 
officers and men is done. Tills gftllcy is a 
Inrgo ratifte fastened down to the dock 
with iron slraps, and from early morning 
till sundown it if,snrn>mided by the cooks, 
prormrins; and tooting thofood for the va- 
rious "messes" or different tables aboard 
tie ship. 
If i\, be a flagship—that, is, one 


bearing an admiral in command of a fleet, 
or station, the first mess of importance is 
that of the admiral, who has all to himself 
a steward, a cook and a boy. He imvy eat 
alone in his, cabin or have the captain and 
members ct his staff with him. Then 
comes the captain's mess in his separate 
cabin, with the same complement of serv- 
ants. Next we go down into the wardroom 
where the 15 or 20 watch officers, engineer 
officers, paymasters, doctors, chaplaia nnd 
marine officers are all together in a big 
mess, with a steward, a cook and five or 
six servants or wardroom boys, as they are 
called aboard ship. 


IE this.mess one of the officers is elected 


caterer and has general supervision of ev- 
erything pertaining to it—the general di- 
rection of, the steward and boys and of 
the menu—and the grumblings of the dis- 
contented members are directed against 
this official. 


Contrary to the general idea of the civil- 


ian who visits the ship, 'the "officers are 
not furnished everything by the govern- 
ment, but must pay for all their food from 
their monthly pay, and the caterer becomes 
the treasurer of diese payments from all 
the officers. Of course the stewards, cooks 
and boys arc regularly enlisted in the serv- 
ice, and all hold minor fighting stations, 
at which they regularly drill, but every 
mouthful of food is bought by the officers 
themselves 


Until quite recently the officers of the 


messes were required to buy their own 
kitchen utensils and dishes, glassware aud 
tableware, but these are now furnished by 
tho government, leaving the officers only 
tho napery to buy. 


Tho steward is intrusted with the duty 


of buying the daily provisions for the mess 
and seeing that the cook prepares them 
properly, and that tho boys serve them 
well. 


His value depends upon his knowledge 


of marketing, cooking and the discipline 
he has among the boys, «nd last, but far 
from least, upon his honesty, {or in a large 
mess ho may handle hundreds of dollars 
in a month. 


The duties of the boys, besides serving 


the officers at meals, consist in keeping all 
the staterooms in order as well as the 
messrooms. 


The stewards are generally old »nd tried 


men, 
who have served throneh the inLer- 


mediate stages of boy and cook, while tho 
boys aro of every grade of efficiency and 
every nationality. 


Next in importance after the wardroom 


officers' mess is tbo junior officers' mess, 
made up of the junior lice and staff com- 
missioned officers and the naval cadets, 
and perhaps of all the officers aboard ship. 
The members of this mess enjoy lite tho 
most, for though often crowded into nar- 
row quarters, where they muft eat, sleep 
and livo in one room, the buoyant spirit 
of youth asserts itself,/and good humor 
reigns. 


In the old navy the junior officers' quar- 


ters was called tlie "steerage," and it was 
littlo more than an inclosure on the berth 
deck, were the crowd of junior officers 
slept iu hammocks at night and ate and 
lounged by day, but in the new ships of 
tlie modern navy there aro rooms with 
double berths for tho junior officers, and 
their comfort is vastly increased thereby. 


Let us turn to tha enlisted men, the 


blue jackets nnd marines, who live on a 
ration issued by tho government, each rn 
tiou being of the overage value of 30 cents 
per diem. 


Among the enlisted men there are also 


grades of rank, and the petty officers, who 
arc given more or less authority in the va- 
rious departments, generally have a mess 
by tlwmfclves, where they live plainly, but 
neatly and well 
, The other enlisted men are divided up 
into messes r( 10 or 15 men each, and each 
mess bns n cook taken from their own 
number, who prepares the food with the 
ship's cook and his assistant. 


This fillip's cook is an importantperson- 


ngo among tl.n enlisted men, and upon him 
r>-sla tho responsibility of preparing tbo 
bcnu snup and other dishes that are the 
~(ima lor all, while the mess cooks prepare 
rli? especial (Hshes for each mess. 
Tho 


ehip's provisions of beans, flour, salt and 
corned meat and canned goods occupy 
HJHCB in largo storerooms especially de- 
sifrned for tho purpose, and tho Rrock Is 
quito extensive when laid in for a Ions 
ci'iiis'. 
The day's provuions aro servo'l 


out iu tK< moraine, and the contract';-' 
spnco nrauud tho gallery is crowded unt;> 
dinner time, when n signal is piped by tlio 
boatswain, the tables come down from tlie 
dook beam's abovo, where they are stored 
when not in tine, tho knives, forks and 
spoons ami n^nui ware dishes aro set out 
from the clie-f in which each mess keeps 
its belongings, anil in ten minutes the 
luoal rail Miiinds und the 300 or 400 sen- 
men arm marines and engineer forco nro 
entinp; their dinner, which, if in port, may 
consist of fn"-h meat, roasted or stowed; 
boiled potatoes, canned corn, fre=b bread, 
co3ee, with r^'baps a dessert of "duff," 
as bread pudding is called, or oven "plum 
Uuff, "the samo pudding with raisins in 
it. 
If at sea for «, long time, salt meat or 


corned meat is used, and perhaps hard 
tack instead of. broad, and baked be.ins and 
bein. soup often appear in the menu. In 
tho olden timfi grog was served out at. Kie 
mast ench day at noon, but the inflncnco 
o* temperance societies stopped this, and 
now the ' 'jacky" is lucky if be is allowed 
»bottl«of beer before dinner and supper.

TUTTLE & BRYANT. 


Varieties In Vegetation. 


It la generally supposed that when 


plants QTO propagated from cuttings they 
produce truo typos of the parent plant. 
Tho fnot is, however, that plants propa- 
gated by cuttings, graftings and budding 
arc strongly inclined to variations, eonio 
much more thun others,. In rosehouses in 
100 roses grown from outtings the florist 
Is not surprised to find decided departures 
frbm the original type. Sometimes the 
ohnnge.comes iu color, sometimes in the 
habit of thu plant and not iufrequently in 
both. Exceedingly bcnutifu! aud valuable 
now varieties are often found in this way. 
Apple tspcs vary widely, an example of 
which is given in tho Newtown pippin. 
This originated on Long Island. 
Being a 


specially desirable sort, it has been grafted 
upon trees all over the country and also in 
New South Wales. Here, however, but 
few of the original characteristics of I ho 
frail ivniiiin. It id well known that plants 
have, a strong tnnUcncy to revert tit the 
original type, and some of them show the 
most curious and interobting eccentricities, 
shooting out into forms hitherto un- 
known. It is s^id that there arc thousands 
of varieties of fruit and flowers that havo 
sprung from ncominon source.—JJew York 
Ledger. 


It Got the Jury-

WILLIMANTIO, Conn., Aug. 1.—The hear- 


ing on State Attorney Hunter's applica- 
tion for a permanent receiver lor tlio 
Dime Savings bank 
came up before 


Judge Shumwny in the superior court yes- 
terday. Attorney E. B. Sunnier, repre- 
senting the bank, asked for a postpone- 
ment. Said lie: 
"The directors believe 


the bank is solvent and should be con- 
tinued. If we find upon further investiga- 
tion that a receiver is necessary, we shall 
offer no further objection." Mr. Sumner 
presented to the court petitions signed by 
numerous depositors protesting against 
the appointment of a receuer. 


In reply, State Attorney Hunter stated 


that a week ago last Monday morning 
notes to the amount of $20,000 matured at 
the bank. At that time there was ?-5'l in 
the bank and §13,000 on deposit in other 
banks, the books had not been written up, 
and the doors were closed against deposit- 
ors. Mr. Crofut now asks for a receiver 
to determine the standing of the bank 
and not to trust this to the men who 
brought the bank to its present condition. 


Attorney Sumner made application to 


the court for a temporary injunction re- 
straining the bank's officials from paying 
out money at present. 


Bank Commissioner Crofut was placed 


on the .witnesb stand, and testified that on 
July 31 there was in the bank §117,000 in 
worthless paper not charged off, and a 
Bash deficit of $11,1)57. 
On July 23 tho 


bank was insolvent to the amouut of $2~,- 
469. 


The hearing occupied the entire day, 


and was adjourned until Aug. 5, at w^uch 
time §SO,000 in notes, considered uncollect- 
ible by the bank commissioner, \%iil bo 
examined by the defeuss, who claim them 
collectible. Where Is Walden?

Waldcn is in Jamaica, Julius Piuuey, 
formerly of this city, and an intimate 
friend of Walden, having bailed for that 
place July 24. Pinney was formerly gen- 
eral manager of the Automatic Light com- 
pany of this city, of which Waldou was 
treasurer.

Belief That They Were Used to Suffo- 


cate His Victims, 


Janitor Q,uinlan Is Suspected 


of Many Crimes. 


Convic! In Little Rock Prison Expected to 


Make Startling Revelations. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 1—Another link in tho 


chain binding Quinlan to tha alleged 
crimes i,f H. II. Holmes was forged yester- 
day by ao admission made by Qtiinlan 
when questioned by Chief of Police Bade- 
nocb. 


He said he was hired by a man named 


Allen (otherwise known as Hatch) to go 
to Fort Worth, Tex. At the time he was 
engaged he said he had only one day's ac- 
quaintance with Allen, and on the follow- 
ing day he started for Fort Worth. Quin- 
lan had previously claimed that he had no 
knowledge of any crimes committed by 
Holmes, although he had admitted that in 
Fort Worth he met and knew a man called 
"Mascot." Now that Allen and "Mascot" 
are practically proven to be one and the 
same man, Quinlan's contradictory stories 
have placed him in a still worse light 
with the police. 


That Mrs. Quinlan, the wife of the 


janitor who is supposed to know so much 
about the misdeeds of Holmes, made a 
partial confession to the police yesterday 
is almost certain. 


At an early hour the two principal in- 


vestigators of the case went to the Harri- 
son street station, where Mr. and Mrs. 
Quinlan have been confined, taking with 
them a stenographer. Chief Badenoch de- 
clared that npthing had transpired which 
he could give to the press without injur- 
ing the police status of the case. 


He admitted that Quinlan broke down 


completely and wept like a child, but 
denied that he had said anything which 
would implicate either himself or Holmes 
in the murders laid ac their doors. 


"Mrs. Quinlan was very much affected," 


Eaid Chief Badenoch. "She not only wept 
throughout the whole interview, which I 
need not say was unusually severe, but 
she said, 'I call on God to witness that I 
know nothing more of the murder than I 
have already told. If Pat says I know 
anything more about it he simply lies, 
that's all.' " 


This remark was called out by the de- 


coy statement made to her that her hus- 
band had confessed everything. At least 
this is the story the police told, but it is 
believed from the whole circumstances of 
the interview that much more was said 
than the inquisitors cared to give out. 


"We shall not go to Little Rock at all," 


said Inspector Fitzpatriok. "We are going 
to bring Hatch here, if possible. We can- 
not bring him on a requisition, as he is al- 
ready confined on an offense of which he 
had been convicted, but I think we can get 
him here on a parole." 


Allen's Secrets. 


LITTLE ROCK, Aug. 1.—Convict Allen 


persists in his assertion that Minnie Will- 
iams was alive six mouths ago and in the 
belief that she is alive now. . He did not 
meet Holmes iu Arkansas, and his con- 
nection with him was confined to Foi-C 
Worth, Tex. Allen declares that the de- 
tectives from Chicago will get nothing for 
their troubles unless they are able to se- 
cure his release from the penitentiary. 
The only place at which Allen met 
Holmes, he says, was at Fort Worth, and 
he knows a great deal about his crooked- 
ness in that city.r "When the authorities 
come to my terms I will talk, and not be- 
fore." This is all that Allen will say in 
regard to the case. Allen undoubtedly 
knows all about Holmes' operations in 
Texas, but that he knows the whereabouts 
of Minnie Williams or that he had any- 
thing to do with'hor disappearance is con- 
sidered extremely doubtful here. 


Counsel Disturbed.

From the start Hatch waa considered by 
the police here to be a myth, but now they 
seem to have experienced a change of 
opinion. 


Lawyer Shoemaker, who represents 


Holmes, stated that he waa astonished 
that one or a dozen men named Hatch had 
not previously come to the surface. He 
said that his client adheres to the state- 
ment that the two Pitzel girls were left in 
charge of Hatch, and that the whereabouts 
of the latter are unknown.

swindler, persuaded Mabel Barrett, an or- 
phan, 18 years old, to go to New York in 
July, 1888, ostensibly to open a manicure 
establishment on Sixth avenue with a 
woman naineA Mary Forster. The Barrett 
girl came here in answer to an advertise- 
ment and was lured into a house of ill- 
repute on Columbus avenue, from which 
she was rescued by a charitable woman 
Through an advertisement she became ac- 
quainted with one Minnie Williams, who 
is supposed to be the woman Holmes ia ac- 
cused of murdering in Chicago. All trace 
of Mabel was lost after she left Boston. 


Mystery oi the Vats. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 1.—Experiments were 


made yesterday with the liquid found in 
the bottom of the vat in the cellar of 
Holmes' house, and it WES found that 
whenever mixed with benzine or kerosene 
it would emit a vapor so deadly that no 
human being could live in it. Whether or 
not Holmes used the vapor for suffocating 
his victims is not known, but the police 
are inclined to favor such a theory.
